WAR WITH CHINA. 


A Great AtUtle Uprising High* Be a 


Fenrfnl 
tteofte*. 
- ' . 


A few years ago the favorite subject 


with the makers ot prophetic fictions j 
was the dangers to be apprehended 
from the Immense dormant power of 
China. The easy victory of the. Japan- 
ese and the apparent conversion of 
China int/i aitothnr "sick man of the 
east" have now made these apprehen- 
sions seem absurd, but it is by no 
means certain that the somber cloud 
against which Europe was warned in 
the famous picture inspired 1 by Jihh- 
peror William is entirely harmless, 
alter all. The vast population ot CKlna 
took no real part in the war with 
Japan and has no incentive for" action 
in support ot the Manchu imperial 
government; but, at some time ot Eu- 
ropean 
conflict or disorganization, a 


great Asiatic uprising, electrlfled by 
some common fanaticism, might be a 
fearful menace to the Aryan race. "The 
War of the Worlds," in which invaders 
from Mars, projected through space in 
cylinders, show their ability to reduce 
the human family to tb» condition of 
domestic fowls, is tbe most fanciful, of 
all those fictions and has been a good 
deal derided; yet it is not inconceiv- 
. able that some swift and unlooked-for, 
terrestrial peril might be able to de- 
stroy our social system through its 
utter unexpectedness and our undue 
confidence.

encouragement of the editor of the 
Tribune. From the start it had-pros- 
pered, and, seeing that its success and 
usefulness was assured, Mr. 
Meeker 


longed.to.devote his enr;rg!en and tal- 
ents to the uplifting of the red men. 


His benevolent rvgitnR, which was 


rigid enough in its descipltue. was not 
suited to the control of the .Utes. Thpy 
became restive under .restraint, chafed 


rants were never served, for ths en- 
tire Ute tribe assisted the two maraud- 
ers in escaping. Even Agent Meeket 
was powerless to give practical assist- 
ance, and his efforts ai apprehending 
the two Indians served only to Increase 
the' feeling of resentment against hint 
He was warned that the Indians were 
upon the point "of an outbreak.

Immediately upon learning that Cap- 


tain Jack and his braves had ambush- 
ed Thornburg's command Chief Doug- 
lass and twenty warriors, abandoning 
all itretens*. attacked the agency build- 
ings. Mr. Meeker had'with him there 
two members of his family—his wife 
and his daughter Josephine. They, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Price, wife of the 
agency blacksmith, upon the first 
alarm, ran to the milkhouse and snut 
themselves in. 
Agent Meeker and 


every man at the, agency was shot 
down and scalped. From their piti- 
ful place of hiding the women heard 
the sounds of the butchery, liut their 
eyes were spared the sijght of that hor- 
ror. Then presently the Utes set flre 
to the milkhouse and the Women were 
forced out, to be made captive and car- 
ried away by the marauding band. 


For tttree weeks tbe three women" 


were held captive, lx>rn« helpless j»nd 
in agony of mind and body over rough 
mountain trails and subjected to dire- 
ful threats by the drunken Ute braves 
almost every hour of the day.' Then

stream—a stream wo long that it takes 
from three to five years for it to pass 
a given point, and so broad that the 
earth Is from sis to eight hours sweep- 
ing across it. Tfie'seco id-great shower 
was seen in 1S66. and the next heary 
shower 1s predicted 
for 
November. 


1899. 
The stream appeared to come 


from tile direction of the constellation 
of Leo. It attracted attention not only 
on account of the number of the me- 
teors but because of the remarkable 
appearance which attended their rush 
through space. 
There was a 
long 


phosphorescent streak 
behind 
them, 


while the meteors themselves were a 
red or orange color. The reason that 
they were visible was that their ve- 
locity in coining into the path of the 
earth was about 28 miles a second and 
as the earth was going iu almost the 
opposite direction with a velocity ai- 
most as great the speed was sufficient 
to set fire to the bodies and burn or 
explode tbcra long before they reached 
the earth. Although a few stray ones 
might have struck the earth practically 
no damage was done.

Cinderella's glass slipper bids fair 


to become something more than a 
myth, though the modern Cinderella 
»ill need no fairy godmother to fur- 
nlah her with a coach in which to 
reach home swiftly. Her slippers will 
answer the purpose. The modern Cin- 
derella's glass slipper is a skate, of 
which the upper part resembles a slip 
per. open behind, with a split "lace- 
up" heel-cap. The Age of Steel de- 
scribes this new skate as a skate of 
glass, hardened by a recent process to 
the consistency of steel. Every part 
of the skate is ot glass, from the slip- 
per-like upper to the glittering blade. 
It Is asserted that the glass blades are 
much more slippery than steel ones, 
and that they wiH ran almost as well 
over rough, snow-covered ice, as on a 
smooth Ice-sheet, and will also go 
easily over Inequalities, twig* and 
other obstructions. They are made 
very sharf, and are so extremely hard 
that It la almost impossible to blunt 
them. They arc unlike steel skates 
in that they never want grinding, and 
never rust. The new skate* are as 
pretty a» they are efficient They are 
very nearly transparent, and in some 
cases the glass, while in (he liquid 
state, is variously colored. Several 
notable skaters are said to have tested 
them, in every case with roost satis- 
factory results. So the pretty skates; 
with their sharp blades, will, in all 
probability, soon her seen skimming 
over lakes and streams, and youths 
and maidens who long ago relegated 
the Cinderella story ta the region of 
their childhood, will take a renewed 
interest in glass slippers.

Water is the hardest ot all substances 
to heat, with the single exception of 
hydrogen gas. 
The easiest two are 


mercury aud lead, which stand In this 
respect- on nearly the same footing. 
The same quantity of heat which will 
raise an ounce of water from the 
freezing to the boiling point will raise 
the temperature ot about 30 ounces ol 
mercury or lead. 9 ounces of iron. 11 
ounces ot copper, 16 ounces of silver 
through the same number of degrees 
and tne heat which is put into these 
substances to raise them to this or to 
jaV'otter temperature will be thrown 
ttft by them as they cool.
